the application of Southwestern Bell Telephone Company to construct
and maintain a buried telephone cable system in and under a part of Robert
Mueller Municipal Airport; such system not to exceed a width of five (5) feet;
the centerline of said assignment being more particularly described as follows:

Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes the said Humble Oil and Refining
Company to construct, maintain, and operate a drive-In gasoline filling station
and to construct curbs, ramps, and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject
to the same being constructed In compliance vith all ordinances relating thereto,
and further subject to the foregoing attached recommendations and plans, The
Building Inspector is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the
operation of this filling station after full compliance vith all the provisions

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Humble Oil and
Refining Company for permission to construct,maintain, and operate a drive-in
gasoline filling station and to construct conmercial driveways in conjunction
therewith upon the property located on the east side of the Relocation of Manor
Road and lying between proposed East 51st Street and Pecan Springs Road and
which property fronts 175-01 feet on the Relocation of Manor Road and being
known as Lot 1, Manor Hills Section 12-D, a subdivision in the City ofAustin,
Travis County, Texas, and the property upon which this filling station is to be
located is owned by !Ihe Humble Oil and Refining Company. We hereby advise that
the following conditions exist.

"Hie property upon which this filling station is to be located is de-
signated as "C" Conmercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of
Austin.

"All drainage, natural or otherwise, from this filling station Is to be
disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will not flow across the side-
walk area into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to others
In the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainage shall
be entirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste connection to a
storm sewer which empties into an open dralnageway shall be discontinued, if the
waste becomes a nuisance or damages any property or rights of others in the
vicinity of the open drainageway.

"We recommend that Humble Oil and Refining Company be granted permission
to construct, maintain, and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and
to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the
following conditions.

11 (l) 3hat all buildings and equipaent shall be placed Inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equip-
ment is installed. lines and grades to be obtained from the Department of Public
Works for entrances and driveways; building lines to be approved by the City
Building Inspector. Eiat the applicant shall confer with the Department of Public
Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent streets
before he starts any construction relative to the filling station.

"(2) Ihat only underground tanks shall be used, and that all punps shall
be so located that it will be Impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
while said notor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street, or
alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and «n equipment used in connection
with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and ehn.11 beaj
the label of Underwriters laboratories, Inc., and that all construction of the
filling station Improvements shall be in accordance with the Building Ordinance,
The Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accordance with the
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ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial voter or oils upon the City
Streets.

"(10 Kiat the grades of the station shall "be such that no vaste water
or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and
sand trap which shall "be constructed in accordance with our standard plan
2 - H -

"(5) That all fining station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which plan
bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 - H -

"(6) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 - H - 1783 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the require-
ments of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for a final
inspection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certification
of Operation before such filling station can be put Into service.
